Dr. S. Wise, chairman of the Jewish Congress, stated that the Ger- 
mans had massacred 2,000.000 of the 4,000,000 Jews In occupied Europe, 
and that the Nazte hadresUblished a price of 50 relchsmarks for' each 
Jewish corpse "to be reprocessed into such essenUal commodities as soap 
lats and lertUIzer." Dr. Wise added that recenUy burled corpses were 
even being exumed lor the same purpose.

To Sociologists 

Former McGill 
Professor Talks 
On Minorities 

Dr. Everett Hughes, Pr<rfessor of 
Sociology at the University of Chi- 
cago, and a former professor at Mc- 
Gill, is to be the guest speaker ot 
the Sociological Society this week- 
end. Dr. Hughes will speak to a 
combined meeting of Economics 
and Sociology students' on Friday, 
November 27, at \l o'clock In Moyse 
Halk Later on in the . day , Dr. 
Hughes will address honor ^students 
of the social sciences at à 'second 
meeting. 

Coming as he does from Chicago 
which is considered to be the 
fountain-head of sociological 
thought in America, Hughes, 
who is an expert in the study of 
social Institutions and race rela 
tions, will speak to the morning 
gathering on the minority groups 
and problems associated with them 

In the eleven years in which Dr. 
Hughes taught .in the Department 
ot Sociology at McGill, he de- 
veloped an interest In the problem 
of the contact of the French-Cana- 
dian and the English Canadian cul- 
tures,, and this intérêts has culmin- 
ated in a study of Drununondville, 
an industrial town in the Eastern 
Townships, the manuscripts for 
which he recently completed. Dr. 
Hughes' writings have appeared in 
Canadian /as ^ well ' as .American 
journals, and a numbej: of . ttteee 
have been briefly summariied . by 
members of the' Sociological Society 
and will be available to students in 
mimeographed form on Friday. 
The respective heads of the Econo- 
mics and Sociology departments. 
Drs. Hemmeon and "Dawson, are 
especially anxious that all students, 
irrespective of course, take advan- 
tage of Uie facilities afforded by 
Moyse Hall to hear 'the q>eaker.

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Just a Reminder 



After two montliB of College it seems 
appropriate to remind students of the rcgu 
lation that exists concerning military call 
ups. The regulation states that military call 
ups will be deferred if, and only if, the in- 
dividuals concerned arc students in good 
standing, and are taking the prescribed 
training as laid down by the Government. 

Moreover those is'hose académie record 
during the session is not satisfactor}*, arc 
subject to the military draft, and their de- 
ferrment is at the special permission of tlie 
University authorities. 

Students thus far have not considered 
this matter of sufficient seriousness to war- 
rant their close attention, and as a result 
some may find themselves in the army be- 
fore the end of the year or before they ex- 
pected. 

We must get it into our heads that we 
. are at the university wifh the Government's 
■• permission, and because most students are 
punuing a course that is beneficial to the 
. country's war effort. But unless students 
; show that they are worthy of this privélege 
that they enjoy, unless they indicate to the 
Government and the community that they 
are willing to do their share by making a 
reasonably good job of their studies, un- 
less they accept all the so-called added 
burdens that come with this privilege in 
wartime, there is no need for them at the 
^ university. Furthermore the University is 
?p-.completely willing to dispense with their 
" services, and the Government is coinpiètèly 
. willing to accept them. 

- So far students have responded admir- 
. ably in most rrapects as pertain to the war 
and thèir functions as students. They will- 
I |;in|ly volunteered to hélp réap the crop at 
I? |||» time when lectures were very essential. 
^jJTbey enrolled in the C.O.T.G. A wing and 
it_ is to their credit that over 90 per cent, 
e indicated their intention to go on ac- 
service not l&ter than spring or upon 
ipletion of their courses. 

some respecta students have realized 
r obligation to the country, and to those 
.sanction théir attending the University 
at a time when it is the considered opinion 
that all able young men should be in the 
armed forces. In other respects, however, 
such as studies, donations to the charities, 
etc., tfa^ seem to have neglected their 
duties and these conditions should be »• 
OMdied in great haste. 
. We would remind them in conclusion 
ithàt a regulation exists whereby poor 
standing, academically, leaves students 
eligible for a draft call under tiic militia 
act, and that this question should be given

Adapted by the librettist Cammerano irom 
Scott's famous 'Bride of Lammermoor' at a time 
when all Italian Opera makers of the hour were 
clamouring to set. Walter Scott'a atories to 
music, this opera proved one of the few to re- 
main on the active repertory of every opera 
house. In the maturity of his musical power, 
even though comparaftively young, Donizetti 
composed this in two acts. Even though this 
work has often been treated with contempt, and 
been titled variously "a sham, tragedy," an 
"obsolete primadonna- opera," yet It has musi- 
cal beauty In lavish measure and the constant 
throb of dramatic feeling. It is an old fashion- 
ed love story with sweetly poignant music— 
for example Lucia's cavatina, the highly diffi- 
cult Mad Scene, the passionate and oft heard 
Sextet, and Edgardo's pathetic Tomb acene. Be 
the orchestration thin, yet may one apply 
Wagner's statement about LA FAVORITA to 
this work . . 'it possesses superior refinement 
and dignity.' 

LUCIA is a perennial favourite, and will be 
as long as singers really sing. ' Every leading 
coloratura studies and keeps Lucia in her reper- 
tory; even tenor must have Edgardo's tola at 
hia command. To sing Lucia is to be a con- 
summate vocalist, and consequently varied ver- 
sions—good, bad, and indifferent — have been pre- 
sented. Today, as before, the perfect Luda 
with a dramatic coloratura voice is rare. Doni- 
zetti composed LUCIA as no heroic score, but 
it was the outcome of a musical fecundity that 
would probably have achieved higher fruits, 
but for the cloud of madness— a strange coinci- 
dence in the case of one who wrote so many 
'mad scenes' — coming to Donizetti in Paris In 
IB4S, and imprisoning him in an asylum until 
his merciful death in 1848.

"Un Divorce" is described in program notes 
aa being a "clinical analysis of the effects upon 
a family of divorce and re-marrlage." In one 
scene Le Pere Euvrard develops upon these 
principles, by telling Mme. Darras who has 
married for the second time, after having had 
a child by her first husband, and.now wishu to 
become reconciled to the Catholic Church, that 
according to the laws of God she is. not married 
to her second husband, that out of divorce can 
come nothing but sorrow and strife, that the 
children will be at warfare with their parents. 

All these horrible prophecies come true, her 
son by her first husband becomes enamoured 
of a young girl who has had an illegitimate 
child. A comparison arises between this case 
and the case of the mother; finally the first 
husband dies conveniently and Mme. Barras is 
married legally (in the eyes of the church) to 
M. Barras and her son marries the wayward 
glrL An incredible amount of excitement about 
a situation that would ordinarily be settled 
without any melodrama. 

The acting is hardly better than the story; 
Jaque Catelaln as Lucien the Infatuated young 
man, jumps from one hysteria to another with- 
out apparent ease. Jeanne Demons, as his 
mother, looks a little younger than he is, and 
faints several times in a most becoming fashion. 
Marcel Chabrier as M. Darras would be more 
enjoyable to watch, if he knew his part Slta 
Riddez as the immoral Berthe Planat does not 
suit the part at all. 

Altogether It ia unfortunate that these actors 
should have to take parts in a play that would 
have been oonsldered "corn" by audiences of 
40 years ago, who enjoyed the Victorian melo* 
dranoas.

But this is not alL Last Thurs- 
day when different people repre- 
senting Allied Nations werë asked 
to speak l>efore the meeting, we. 
the Polish students at McGill were 
told that there wu no time for 
any of us to say a few words about 
Poland. 

We do not know what the gen 
eral opinion of the Canadian stu 
dents has to say on the contribution 
of Poland to the common cause but 
we have seen bodies of boys and 
girls slain by Germans in the streets 
of Warsaw and we know that they 
gave all they had in defence of 
freedom. 

If the atudents of McGIU could 
listen to not less than three French 
speakers and to one talking at 
length about German studcijts, they 
certainly would not mind hearing 
something about the country which 
was first to oppose Hitler. 

But there was no time to hear 
about Poland as the organizers 
found it more appropriate to devote 
this time to a German speaker.

Everybody knows how well the 
German internees and , prisoners of 
war are treated in Canada. 

The following is « reprint Jrom 
the British Press. 

"Ever since Dr. H«ns Frank was 
installed in Cracow as Governor- 
General of occupied Poland- the 
Germans . have «ooeentràted their 
destructive activity on Polish Uni 
vcrsitles. 

No more eloquent indictment of 
the German Invaders could be 
framed than the roll of honour of 
the teaching staff and stu'ttents, 
tortured to death or, murdered in 
cold blood by the bèstiiiî'Hims. 

The roll of honour contains the 
names of: 

51 professors who died in differ- 
ent concentration camps or after 
release from them. 

27 professors wlto , were executed 
or died as result of war operations. 

50% of the Polish people placed 
In concentration camps are below 
SO years of age. 

Recently 3,000 boya between the 
ages of 12 and IB were put in con- 
centration camps. *' 

The mortality in all camps Is ex- 
ceedingly high. 

The Imprisoned students are not 
only deprived of any intellectual 
life but are starved, humiliated and 
often tortured to death. 

The conàttionsl^primary schools 
are sonwiuL^^^DÛring winter 
months the schools are closed be- 
cause the German authorities do not 
supply any fuel for heating the 
classrooms. Tba health of children 
is absolutely neglected, they {fe un- 
derfed, they : contract tubemÙQSis 
and otter diseases to' lack of 
food. >: 

In 1939. all Polish textbooks were 
confiscated so as to make impossible 
the study of the Polish language.

the way, Mr. ,Mahabir, did it ever

It is un- 
necessary to continue the metaphor further; 
from this basis all economic and international 
structures are- built up.'

No one is appalled at the idea of cmtelung 

Mr. Churchill or other leaders of the United 
Nations; no rational person will claim that 
these Igadcrs are infallible and immune from 
all human weaknesses. Your argument, sir, 
loses its force and misses the point when you 
obviously, misinterpret the motives of the 
writer. 

I feel that Mr. Allen was endeavouring to 
present an opinion which is shared by a large 
number- of people, thai opinion' was -admir- 



ably expressed by Mr. .William Munroe when 
he said that Britain never. denied sovereignity 
to those of her possessions which were capable 
of using it 

You may disagree with the picture of a 
benevolent and paternal Britain ruling over 
India and other colonies. The history of Brit- 
ish Imperial rule ia .a weird mixture of patern- 
alism and despotism which offers «xceUent 
cases both pro and con on the desirability of 
BriUsh rule. 

One factor emerges clearly. The Malayan 
and Burmese campaigns showed to the world 
that years of British .rule had not won the 
natives to her in her hour of need. The reverse 
happened, and we Aeed only contrast' It with 
the Ijeroic stand that the native PhUUpInos put 
up with their American comrades-in-arms. 

Perhaps the solution of this problem Is 
United Nations commission as a temporary 
goveminK body after the war. But the Malayan 
and Burmese people may object, demanding 
complete independence. Before we can co 
operate with and help them, we have to con- 
vince them of our slncrlty and adhesion to the 
four freedoms. To those in all of Britain's 
colonies who know about. It, Mr. Churchill's 
statement did .more to convince them of our 
chauvinism than anything which has happened 
since the negotiations with India, tinless it is 
the "expedient alliance" with Darlan. 

Of course Mr. Churchill may have been mis- 
interpreted, I sincerely hope so; but for a man 
in his position to make a statement of that 

nature which arouses such antagonism and mis- 
trust, is sheer idiocy if it does' not represent 
his and his government's opinion. ,No quallfl 
cation has come from him or any other repre 
sentatives. Just a grim silence. 

An acquaintance of mine suggested that, 
since we seem to be in a position of winning 
the war, Mr. Churchill and his friends have 
decided it' Is time to condition the people to 
their post-war policy.
